He anxietic and ſorrow , ariſing from 
AN the lamentable condition of the Kirk 


/ in Ircland , and troabled Eſtate of 


B the Kirk in England, doth fo vex an4 
rorment us , and the extream danger 
to which they are brought is fo 
grext , and our defire of their deliverie ſo vehement, 
that if we would , yet we cannot ſufhciently expreſle 
the ſame. 

We acknowledge that for our fins the Kirks are af- 
Aited with theſe great miſeries , foraſmuch as in this 
ſo great light of the Goſpel , Pride , Coveroulſneſſe, 
Ambition, Drunkennefſe, Wantonneſle, filthy Luſts, 
and ſuch like peſtilent evils , do no lefſc abundantly 
ſpring up among us , then when we fare in the dark- 
neſſe of Pazaniſme and Poperie : wherefore that which 
is written hath beſallen us , 7 have forſaten mine boaſe,l 
have leſt mine heritage , IT have grven the dearly beloved 
of my Soul into the hand of her Enemies : with what mca- 
ſure we have met out untothe LORD, with the 
ſame he is again meaſuring unto ns. 

We hear all quarters,of the boaſting and pride 
of Moab , of the loftineſle and arrogancy of his heart, 
that skipping for joy he gloryeth , that now the farall 
day is come , and the faireſt occaſion that ever was , 15 
now

now offered, to cut off ſuch as they do hate with dead- 
ly hatred , and with one ſtroke to overthrow the Re-+ 
formed Kirks , and to root them out her , that 
they be no more. And verily if we | onely to 
the arme of fleſh , we might conceive this their in{o» 
lent boaſting not to be without cauſe : for if they be 
able to prevail over the Kirks of the flouriſhing and 
potent Kingdomeot England , they are | with- 
out difhcultie to overturn the Kirks of Scocland,as allo 
to bring calily the Reformed Kirks of the Netherlands 
to the lame dfolation, And that there is no Reformed 
Kirk in Europe , which ſhall be able to withſtand their 
formidable power , yea they ſhall with throat 
ow them all A Fo morſell of z feeding 
themſelves theie h with great courage , ex- 
tream ——— : to "4 , they addrefſe 
themſelves rothis work. So muſt alſo the Reformed 
Kirks do, they muſt joyne their Counſells , courage 
and ſtrength , that they may make the preſent perni- 
cious blow aymed at them, return upon the heads of 
the Enemies , if herein they be deficient, ſuch ſhame- 
full cowardiſe , will be inexcuſable to all poſteritie, 
And whereas (much honoured) we uſe this compel- 

lation by our Lerrers , we carneſtly intreat you,thar ye 
take not this our dealing in ill part , as if werook 

us to waken you our of a deep fleep ( far be ſuch arro- 
gancy and raſhnefle from us ) there are extant eo the 
world moſt evident teſtimonies of your zeal_for the 
Reformed Religion. Bur the true cauſe of faluting 
you by theſe our Letters, is that we may approve by 
our ſuffrage your diligence and zeal chat we ma 
powrTe Out into your boſomes the fear of the dolefull

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event wherewith we zrc - Andthat we may 
declare our defire and jon towards the Kirks of 
England , wah which the Kirks within our bounds 
ace ſo united -, that wejudge if che Kirks of England 
periſh , they cannot eſcape ruine. Pardon theretore 
our freedome , in that we make boldrthus torrouble 
you with our Letters , if it may be called crouble. 

We intreat your wilſedomes, foralmuch as yee are 
zoyned £0 theſe aftited Kirks in neighbourhood and 
necreſt bonds under the government of one King, who 
is reſolved to live and die in the Retormed Religion, as 
in his publick Declarations plainly he hath proteſled, 
that with all carefull endeavours ye ayde them againſt 
the rage and turie of the factious and malignant. 

And firſt , ſecing the deplorable dividon between 
the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſtic , and his Parlia- 


ment is exceeding —_— and hurttullrothe Kirks of 


that Kingdome, ye leave nothing un-cflayed tor 
healing of that rent, by Prayer, Supphcations, Iater- 
ceſſions,and all other lawfull meanes. 

2.Let it never cometo paſle,that theſe Kirks,deſerted: 
by you, become a prey to Popiſh Forces, and be wo- 
tully torn by them. Ohow much bloud would be pile! 
The times of Queen Mary would return , yea much 
more cruell then theſe : no cruckie that ſavages could 
devile would be omitted , no ſex would be ſpared: 
keep not therefore your (clves quiet in this difkcal rime, 
as it from-a high rock yee were beholding ſecurely a 
rempeſt and preſent Shupwrack- Far,tar be ſuch a mind 
from you, as it iS 1 zNot like to cAers7 whom the 
A of the LORD. accurſed. Therefore make 
haſte to help the Lard , te help the Lord againſt the mighty. 
SoJhall yee oblidge all the Reformed Xi

unto you. 3. 
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3, So farazin you lyeth gyve all that the 
foreſaid Kirks now freed of the Epilcopall yoke , and 
purged from all the rites and dregs of Antichriſt , be 

not drawn back to the ſamg bondage , neither by 
fraud'nor force.” The Lord of his infinite hath 
beſtowed rhis favour on you, and harh purir in the 
heart ol the Kings moſt excellent Majeſtie,thit he' will 
not have your necks prefſed any longer with. the yoke, 
or rather intolerable tyrannie of Epiſcopall govern- 
ment, ( we heartily congratulate with you in this your 
happineſſe ) But withall it is our defire,that ye lay your 
accompe , that it the neighbouring Kirks be drawn 
back rothat yoke of bondage ( which G O D of his 
mercy avert ) youu liberty will not be long ſure: for 

the Enemies of the truth being ſtrengrhened by a new 
addition oft Forces,and increale of power , they will 
unceſſantly purſue you , that at laſt yee will yeeld, 

and of your own accord take on that iron yoke , which 

though by a flow, yer by a ſure pace , leadeth to ute x 

deſtruQtion. 

Ye ought therefore to ſtrengthen and ſupport the 
kirks of England by your whole power, and to exhorr 
them,that they come never again uncer that tyrannicall 
yoke , but rather that they may ſtand couragiouſly for 
the maintenance of their libertie ( yer fo, that they fall 
not on the other extreame, Anarchy ,a more dangerous 
evill) yea, that they have not the leaſt fellowſhip with 
any idolatrous rites or ceremonies. The Chriſtian ta- 
bernacle no leſſe than the Jewiſh ought to be built ac- 
cording to that pattern ſhewed in the Mount of the 
Scripture; ſo that there be not in the curtains thereof, 
ſo much as a loop or a tach,but according to the pre- 
ſcripe of God the only Law-giver. |

inflication. W hat : wr ſhe not a fooliſh and mad 
wotntn,who would adorn her ſelt with ornaments bor- 
rowed from ſome vile harlot , ſuppoling thereby che 
berter to pleaſe her husband + What filthier harlot is 
there than the Romiſh ſtrumpet, moſt accompliſhed in 
all ſorts of ſpirjtuall villanies, ſurpaſſing all the bounds 
of impudencie 4 Let us never therefore be ſo de- 
mented,as to accompt the worſhip of God, moſt pure 
by Chriſts inſtitution, to be more pleaſing unto God, 
when it is performed with ornaments borrowed from 
the Romiſh Bordell. Ler us think that the Lord cannot - 
but be highly offended, take away his holy Spirit, and 
depart far with the light of his grace , ſo ſoon as men 
begin to be ſo mad;then he ſuffereth them from day to 
day to fink deeper in the dung-hill of f it10us 
rites, wherein they delight, while at laſt they be ſuffoca- 
red therein , as it cameto paſſe in the Papacie. 

Wee conteſſe indeed , that for things indifferent we 
like not to be contentious , neither left we the Romiſh 
Kirk for theſe or ſuch like things : but for the denying 
ofthat only ſacrifice of Chriſt in their Maſſe , for their 
adoration of a breaden god, & of Saints, for their exal- 
ting the Pope above God,and for his ryranme, for their 
contempt and prohibition of rhe uſe of Scripture , for 
es by works, & hundreds more of that kind. 

f rhe Romitſh Kirk had been tainted only with ſome 
ſmaller blemiſhes, or had been defiled only with ſome 
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indifferent rites, if fortheſe we had departed from her, 
we might have been juſtly raxed as Schiſmaricks , yea, 
a generation of vipers , Which burſting through the 
mothers bowels,1ts not brought forth but by parricide. 

Bur firſt having once departed for their accurſed ido- 
latrie, andthe Kirk being purged , to return back again 
unto popith rites, once cal out, appeareth evidently to 
be extreame dangerous , by reaton of the fubrilry 
and reſtleſneſle of Sathan. 

2. Whoſoever cealerth not eagerly to preſſe and to 
introduce thele rites, though they perceive all things 
to be rurned up-ſide down thereby , they make mant- 
feſt , that it is not for theſe ceremonies alone they ſtir 
up fuch troubles , but that they do ſecretly projet 
ſome other thing. 

3. As for ſuch ceremonies and rites as have their 
originall from minds arrogant, and not contented with 
divine inſtitution, and to which an opinion of neceſhty 
is added , as if withourtthele , holy _ could not be 
decently gone about , and the worſtyp but coldly per- 
formed , truely we cannot ſee how ſuch ceremonies 
can be called indifferent. 

Suffer never theretore (much honoured brethren) ſo 
far as is in you, that the Engliſh Kirks be forced to re- 
ceive ſuch ceremonies ; but rather uſe all means that 
they and ye in Kirk-government may be brought to 
as near agreement as may be. Hence thall redound ma- 
nifold and great utilitie. i The pure manner of worſhip 
being preſerved , the incſtimable treaſure of the parity 
of dotrine,which is committed to us,ſhall be the ber- 
ter kept, and tranſmirted uncorrupe to Poſterity, 2 It

in their hands ,then in place ofa Table,ye ſhall have an 
Altar, tor fitting at Communion, kneeling: and if they 
have ſucceſle herein, then thall ye have Images,and the 
whole mask of Poperic : with this hope they uphold 
themſelves , and of this hope they are to be cut ſhorr. 
5 This alſo ſhall conſtrain ſuch of ours who are buſted 
about Reconciliation, that is to ſay , who labour to 
make upa Communion between day and night , dark- 
neſle and light,torelinquiſh their fooliſh ngs 
And let not that move you which is pretended, that 
ſuch ceremonies as kneeling inthe holy Supper, con- 
duceth much to ſtir up pietie, and to avoide contempe: 
that forewarning of the Apoſtle hath eaken im- 
preſhon m our hearts , that ſuch things bave 4 of 
wiſcdoane in will-worſhip and humilitic , but in eget =

of no worth. Such things have the of wiſe- 
dome, but not the realitie chereof. What 5 came not 
ſuch a thought into our Saviours minde * Why then 
ſace he after the ordinary cuſtome of the countrey * 
Why en) he not kneeling { Next, what it ſome 
other ſhould appoint for greater humility and ſubmiſ- 
ſion of minde , that we Id come with fack-clocth 
and aſhes tothe holy Supper £ Yea, it another ſhould 
appoint , that we ought to come with ropes about our 
necks , that by this they mighe openly declare 
their extreame uaworthineſſe , and that they had de+ 
ſerved death , as the ſervants of Bewbadad came unto 
the king of Lia ? And in end, what ſhall bethe end, 
if this ſhall once be opened * therefore we muſt 
noe paſle trom the primitive _— 
But wherefore then, may ſome ſay , do your ſelves 
ot Why ſtand they in the 
rench Kicks 6 the Loods Supper Why fir ye in the 
Netherlands? And why do ye nor leane every where* 
The reformed Kirks have their anſwer ready : When 
we come tocat and drink at Fable , x rSall one, whe- 
ther according to the cuſtome of our countrey , we 
IR CRE geſtures i religi- 
ip placed : but to receive meat kneeling , is 
no where uall. 

But that jugling enemic , who can transforme him- 
ſelt into a thouſand ſhapes , after he hath broughe in 
kneeling , can remove a Table: tor what hath kneeling 
ado with a Tables And having once removeda Table, 
can eaſily bring in an Altar: and then at laſt perſwade 
to offer there a lacrifice for the living,and for the dead. 

Neither need ye ( Right reverend ) to be afraid of 
them , who by their vile lies and calumnies labour to 
ſture 
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ſtirre up againſt you the hatred of your moſt excellent 
King, _— were enemies to His Honour , and Roy- 
all Highnelle, or envied His greater Honour and Glo- 
ric : Forthe King out of His deep Wiſedome know- 
eth , that He hath not any more loyail Subjects , then 
theſe who are devored to the reformed Relivion + He 
knoweth that there 15 nothing that can eſtabſiſh more 
His Throne , that can enlarge His Royall Honour and 
Magnificetice more , or can better preſerve” His Roy- 
all Perſon , theh if with His whole Power He defend 
the reformed Religion,againſt all the adverſaries ther- 
of : For the Kings moſt excellent Majeſtic knowerth, 
that ſuch Aarterers carrie the ſhew of good-will , but 
in effe are the moſt deadly enemies of His Honour. 
Let not therefore ſuch vaine ſhadows of fear ſcarre 

'0u , but goe-on conſtantly , and couragiouly in 
elping the aftiited Kirks. God ſhall abundanely 
bleiſe your endevours , and ſhall grant unto you that 
the whole Antichriſtian crew , in vaine ſhewing their 
reeth , and oppoſing you , ye having obtained yoor 
defires, ſhall have large matter of giving thanks to his 
divine Majeſtic. 

As tor us , both in publick and privare, in all the re- 
formed Kirks throughout the Netherlands, we po wre 
forth our carneſt defires to God, that at laſt ke would 
pitic his afflicted Kirks , would calme their horrible 
rempeſts , and make them flouriſh in truth, pittic and 
_ wonld remove all the impediments that hinder 
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reat happineſſe. 
Farewel night reverend and dearly beloved Bre- 


thren , and- interpret to the better part this our bro- 
therly dealing , as flowing from our good affeion.
